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Mr. Froude on Education.

The address delivered by Mr. J. A.
Froude, the historian, on the ccoasion of
his installation as Rector of the University
of Bt. Andrew’s, Bootland, has attracted as
much attention by the boldness and straight-
forwarduness of its language as it has com-
manded respect by its close reasoning and
'.?:aep and earnest thought.

Beginnivg with the broad declaration that
‘'to thake us know our duty and do it, to
“‘make us upright in aoct and true in thought
“and word, is the aim of all instruotion
‘“‘which deserves the name—the opitome of
‘‘all purposes for whioh education exists,”
Mr. Froude passes to the question which
is on everybody's lipa: Whether the sub-
Jjoots to which the best years of youth and
boyhood continue to be given aré the best
in themsdelves, whether they should be al-
tered or added to, orif so in what direo-
tions? The great achools and colleges of
Great Britain are in the middle of & revo-
Intion, which, like most revolutions, means
“digoontent with what we have and no clear
“ides of what we would have.” And the
oavdes are not far to seek. On the one
hand, there is the immense multiplioation
of the subjeots of knowledge; on the other,
the inoreased range of occupations among
which the : working part of mankind are
distributed. We cannot confine ourselves
to the languages, to the grammar, the logio
snd the philosophy which satisfied the sev-
enteenth century. Yet if we pile on the
top of these the histories and the literature
of our and other nations, with modern lan-
guages and sciences, we acoumulate a load
whioch the most ardent and industrious stu-
dent cannot cope with. What, then, is the
secret of success ? It in—says Mr. Froude—
“‘that we understand olearly the result
“which we desire to produce.”

To educate successfully, you should first
ascertain what you mean by an educated
man. OQur ancestors, said Mr. Froude, un-
derstood what they meant perfecily well.
They set out with the principle that every
"ohild born into the world should be taught
his duty to God and man. The majority of
people must live by bodily labor; therefore,
every boy was as early as was oonvenient
et to labor. There was no thought of what
wo oall enlarging the mind. A boy was
taught reading that he might read the Bible,
and learn to fear God, and be ashamed and
afraid to do wrong.: In both England and
Sootland, by the parish school system, the
ohildren were put in the way of leading
useful lives if they would be honest. The
essential thing was that every one who was
willing to work should be able to' maintain
himgelf and his family in honor and inde-
pendence. In the education of a scholar
the same principle was applied.

There wers two ways of being indepen-
dent. If you require much.you must pro-
duce mugh. If you produoe little you must
rvequire little. Those who added nothing
to the material wealth of the werld must be
content to be poor. If rich in mind, the
scholar was expeoted to be poor In body;
snd so deeply was this theory grafted into
English feeling, that when Earls and Dukes
began to frequent the Universities they
shared the common simplicity. The acholar
was held in high homor; but his contribn-
tions to the commonwealth wers not appli-
ocable in money and were not rewarded with
money. Neither scholarship nor soience
stprved under this treatmeni; more noble
souls have been smothered in luxury then
were ever killed by hunger. But this old
ides of eduocation was dying away at both
extremities; the apprenticeship, as a sys-

‘tem of instruotion, was gone, and.the dis-

cipline pf poverty was gone alao; and we
have instead what is oalled enlarged minds.
An enormous scoumulation’of propositions
of ail roots and kinds is thrust down stu-
;dents' throats, to be poured into exami-
ners’ laps, and this too ‘‘when it ia notori-
“ous that the sole condition of making
‘‘progreas in any branch of art or knowl-
‘ledge is to leave om one side everything
“irrelevant te it, and to throw their undi-
“vided energy on the epeoial thing they had
.%in hand." i

The old Universities, Mr. Froude pro-
oeeded to say, are struggling against these
absurdities, and yet their work is soarcely
more satisfactory. A young man who goes
to Oxford nmow learns the same things
whioh were taught two ocenturies age; but
he learns no lesson of poverty along with
it., Ia his oourss, he coniracts habits of
self-indulgence and luxzury which make
subsequent hardships unendurable. He is
oalled educated, yet if thrown on his own
resources he canmot earn a sixpence for
himeself. ¢An Oxford education,” Mr.
Froude said, *fits a :uan. extremely well for
‘“the trade of gentleman, I do net know
‘for what othor trade it does fit him as at
“present oomstituted.” More than one
Oxford graduate has'heen seen in theso Iate
yeoars breaking stones upon e road in Rus-
tralia. That was all that he was found to
-be fit for when' brought into contaot with
the primary reslities of things. J

In modern sohools we now find the three
R's, about which we are all agroed; mext
Latin and Greek, whioh the schools must
keep to while the Universities confine theix
honovs to these; amd them s mixed multi-
tude of history, Physiology, chrenology,
politioal economy—+'ganors] knowledge,
“which in my experience means general
“ignoranoce,” stuff arranged to make s show
¢ an examination, and good for nothing
loading o

atomach with marbles; for bread 'Iﬂ.‘_.
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stone. First and foremost a man has to
earn his living. It is very doubtful whether
‘the honesty of the country has bien im-
‘“‘proved by the substitution so generally of
“‘mental eduoation for industrial, and the
‘*‘three R's,’ if no indusirial training has
‘‘gone along with them, are apt, as Miss
“Nightingale observes, to produce a fourth
“R—of rascaldom.”

Mr. Froude acoepts with a qualification
the first principle of our forefathers, that
every boy born into the world should be put
in the way of maintaining himgelf in hon-
eat independence. No education which
does not make this its first aim is worth
anything. The Ten Commandments are as
obligatory as ever, and practical ability
must still be the back-bone of the education
of every boy who has to earn his bread by
manual labor. Add knowledge afterward;
“*but let it be knowledge that will lead to the

| “‘doitlly‘better each particular work which a boy

‘Yis practicing, and every fraotion of it will
‘‘then be useful to him.” Detached faots
on miscellaneous subjects, as they are
taught at a modern school, are like separ-
ate letters of endless alphabets. But ar-
range your letters intc worde, 2ad sach
word pecomes a thought, a symbol, waking
in the mind an image of & real thing.
Group your words into pentences, and
thought is married to thought and produces
other thoughts, and what were chips of
granite become soft bread, wholesome, nu-
tritious and invigorating. Teach boyssub-
jects whioh they oan only remember me-
chanioally, and they are taught nothing
which it is worth their while to know.
Teach them faots and principles which they
oan apply and use in the work of their lives,
and if the object be to give our clever work-
ing lads & chance of rising to become Pres-
idents of the United States or milloinaires,
the ascent into those oonditions will be
easier and healthier than by the paths
which the mest keenly-sharpened wits oould
be apt to choose for themselves. And,
passing to the learned professions, the stu-
dent ghould learn at the University what
will enable him to earn his living as soon
after he leaves it as possible. The eduoa-
tion could not be completed at the Univer-
sity, but the theoretic or soientifioc ground-
work could. be' learned nowhere so well.
Mr. Froude proceeded to say that the prin-
oiple he advooated was of the earth earthy;
but that as the student would not learn
everylhing, the only reasonsble guide in
such matiers was utility. The old saying
Non multa sed multum was every day becom-
ing more pressingly true.

We had a theory at Oxford, said Mr.
Froude, that ‘our system, however defeo-
tive, yet developed in us some especially
human qualities. The training of olergy-
men is, if anything, the special object of
Oxford teaching. There has been thirly
years of unexampled olerical aotivity
among us; churches have been doubled,
theological magazines and newspapers have
been poured out by hundreds of tliousands,
while by the side of it there has gprung up
sn equally astonishing development™=uf
moral dishonesty. From the great honaes
in the City of London ¢to the village gro-
‘‘oer, the commeroial life of England has
‘‘been saturated with fraud. Bo deep has
it gone that a striotly honest ‘'tradesman
‘‘oan hardly hold his ground against com-

‘“petition. We have false weights, false
‘‘measures, cheating and shoddy every-
“where. Yel the olergy have seen all this

fgrow up in absolute indifference ; and the
¢‘great question which at this moment is
“agitating the Church of England, is the
‘“‘golor of the ecolesiastionl petticoats.
‘“Many a hundred sermons have I heard in
“Eugland, many a dissertation on the mys-
“‘teries of the faith, on the divine mission
s‘of the clergy, on apostolical succeesion,
‘‘on bishops and justification, and the the-
“ory of good works and verbal inspiration,
“‘and the efficacy of the sacraments; but
“never during these thirty wonderful
‘‘years, never one that I can recollsct on
‘‘common honesty or those primitive com-
‘“‘mandments—Thoun shalt not lie and thou
‘“shalt not steal.” 1If, said Mr. Froude,
the olergy knew as much about England
and Sootland sg about Greece and Rome,
and could see what was going on around
them instead of groping ameng books to
find what men did or thought at Alexandria

or Constantinople, fifteen hundred years

ago, they would grapple more effectively
with the moral pestilence whioh is poison-
ing thoe air.

Each ochild thatis born among us, con-
tinned Mr. Froude, has a right to demand
such teaching as shall enable him to live
with honesty and take such a place In
society as belongs to the faculiies which he
Wiis brought with him. .Upon the breeding
which we give our ochildren, said Mr.
Froude, depends whether England will now
desoend to ®» seoond place ameng the
mations, or whether it shall have an era bf
brighter glory. Following out this line of
thought, Mr. Froude showed whut should
be the feelings with whioh the immigrant
should regsrd his mother country, and
what had been the reward of the careless-
ness with which England had oolonized
Amerios. ' ;

But is there no such thing as purely
intellectual “culture ¥ Is not this earning
of our own Mving, this getting on, a low
object for human beinga to set before them-
selves'? University edaoation in'England
was devoted to spiritual oulture, but it
taught the assompanying necessary lesson
of poverty. And if a university persiats in
tenching nothing but what it oalls the hu-
manities, it is bound to insist also on rough
clothing, hard beds and common food,
“For mypelf, I admire that ancient rulo of
“the Jows, that every man, mo matter of
“what grade or ealling, shall learn some
“‘handioraft, that the man of intelleot, while,
“like Bt Paul, he is teaching the world,
“eyet like 8¢. Padl may be burdensoms in ua
‘‘one. It Hurts mo intelleot to be able to
“muke p plough, or hammer @ horse shoe;
“and if you oan do either of those yon have
“mothing to fesr from fortune.” Every
man who devotds his som .to intellectual
pursuits should wuke him in some way'
independent of the profits of imtellectual
work for subsistence. The rewards of lite-

Tature are gonerally small and the edjest. |
‘mend of them is wrong. The presont ruls
i e
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If you make literalure a trade to live by
you will take-your talents to the inost pro-
fitable market, and that will be no assuranoe
that you are making a noble or even worthy
use of them. ¢“DBetter a thousand times, if
“your objecl is to advance your posilion in
¢life, that you should choose pome other
“oalling of which making money is the
“legitimate sim, and where your success
“will vary gs the goodness of your work;
‘“‘botler for yourselves, for your consoien-
‘‘oep, for your own gouls, as we used to say,
“‘and for the world you live in. Therefore,
“I say, if any of you choose this mode of
“spending your existence, choose it delib-
‘‘erately, with o full knowledge of what you
“are doing. Reconcile yourselves to the
“oondition of the old scholars. Make up
‘‘your minds to be poor; care only for
“what is true, and right, and good. On
‘‘these conditions you may add something
“real to the intelleclusl siosck of minkind,
“and mankind in reiurn may perhaps give
“you bread emough to live upon, though
“bread extremely thinly spread with but-
“ter.” After & few remarks on the temp-
tation lying before yourg men either to lend
themselvea (o what is popular and plausible,
or to quarrel violently with things that they
deem to bo psssing away because they have
no basid of truth, Dr. Froude conoluded :
“No one can thrive upon denials ; positive
truth of some-kind is essential as food both for
mind and character. Depend upon it, thatin
Lall long established practices or spiritual for-
mulas there has been some Jliving truth ; and,
if you have not discovered and learnt to respect
it, you do not yet understand the guestions
which you are in & hurry to solve. And. azain,
intelleotnally’ impatient people shoula remiem-
ber the rules of  social courtesy, which forbid
us in private to say things, however Lrue, which
can give pain to others. Thaese rules forbid us
equally in public to obtruile opinions which
offend those who do not share them. Our
thoughts and our conduet are our vwn, We
may say justly to anyone—*You shall not make
me profess to think true what I believe tobe
false; you ehall not make me do what I do not

Others have as good a right to their opinion as
we have to ours. To any one who holds what
are oalled advanced views on serious subjects,
Irecommend a patient reticence, and the re-
flection that aftor all, he may possibly be
wrong. Whelher we are radicals or conserva-
tives, we require to be often reminded that
truth or falsehood, justice and injustics, are no
creaturss of our own belief. We cannot make
true things false, or false things true, by
choosing to make them so. We cannot vote
right into wrong or wrong into right. The
eternal truths and rights of things exiat, for-
tunately, independent of our thoughts or
wishes, fixed as mathematics, inherent in the
nature of man and the world, Theyare no
more to be trifled with than gravitation, If we
discover sud obey them,\jt is well with us; but
that is all we can o, Yuu can no mors make
& 'svoial regulation work:“well which is not just
thanyon can make water run up'Lill;' Xt

not to trust yoursweight too far upon them,
and not to condemn others for having misgiv-
ings which at'the bottom of your own minds,
it you look @oideep, you will find that you
share yourselves with them. You who believe
that you have hold of newer and wider truths,
show it as you may and must show it, unless
you are misled by your own dreams, in leading
wider, sumpler and nobler lives. Asseft your
own freedom if you will, but assert it modestly
and quietly, respecting others as you wish to
be respected yourselves. Only, and espeoially,
I would say this—be homest with yourselves,
whatever the temptation ; eay nothing to oth-
ers that you do not think, and play no tricka
with your own minds. Of all the evil spirits
abroad at this hour in the world, humbug is
the most dangerous.
